The toll included 220 traffic deaths, 
58 in flres and 68 from miscellaneous 
mishaps.

California followed with 
a total of 34 deaths and New York 
State was third with 26.

British Seek o

‘LONDON, Dec. 26 (Telepress) — 
Further moves by British and Amer- 
ican right-wing labor leaders to 
split the international unity of the 
working class were * over the 
weekend. 


Maurice Healy, chief of the inter- 
national department of the British 
Labor Party, it is learned here, is 
to launch a Foreign Office- inspired 
offensive to split the Italian Socialist 
Party led by Nenni by calling early 
next year a conference of the Sara- 
gat breakaway Socialists in Milan 

The conference, ‘which will be 
packed by the largest possible for-' 
eign representation drawn from 
right-wing Social Democrats from 
several European countries, will have 
the proclaimed aim of uniting the 
‘socialist forces in Italy. It is- clear, 
however, that the object of its Brit- 
ish sponsors is to smash the strong 
Left-led Socialist Party by engineer- 
ing a new breakaway by the Lom- 
bardo splinter group. 

From Paris it is reported that the 
American AFL representative in Eu- 
rope, Irving Brown, declared that 
“he “ha heen all non-Communist trade 
unions would form a new interna- 
tional federation” after the CIO, 
the British TUC “and other unions” 
disconnected themselves from the 
WFTU. 

Telepress Berlin correspondent re- 
ports that the British liaison officer 
to the German trade unions, Hans 
Gottfurcht, speaking to the break- 
away yellow UGO union in Berlin, 
declared that the British TUC took 
the view that the WFTU “has 
ceased to exist in practice.” He sug-

Hong Kong Cab 
Strike Goes on 


HONG KONG, Dec. 26 (ALN) — 
A strike of taxi drivers in Hong 
Kong, major South China port that 
has been a British colony since 1840, 


has lasted 11 weeks and spread from 
a dispute with one company to a 
demonstration of labor solidarity by 
90,000 organized workers, ur. prece- 
dented since the Hong Kong sea- 
men’s strike of 1925. | 

It all began when drivers of Hong 
Kong’s Star Taxi Co. asked for a 


struck after the owners refused to 
go beyond $1.62. The seven other 
taxi companies in the port then 
locked out their own drivers to split 
union ranks and put pressure on 
the Star men to go back to work. 
When all 615 licensed hackies in 
Hong Kong were thus made idle, the 
British authorities hastily licensed 
many new applicants whom the 
struck companies proceeded to hire. 


Braving poliee interference, pick- 
ets persuaded most of the new dri- 
vers not to scab. The owners then 
tried to bribe some old drivers back 
to work with bonuses of $300 per 


‘enlist others in neighboring Chinese 
‘cities. After this too failed, the po- 
lice took a hand once more by cor- 
fiscating two truck-loads of rice col- 
lected for strike relief. 

The Hong Kong & Kowloon Labor 
Federation, with 90,000 members, re- 
sponded by raising funds to pay 
every striker $5 daily and furnish 


seamen’s and streetcar workers’ 


unions were particularly active in 


the collection.
